In his 38 years as a Governor, Mr. McConnell 
made many magnificent contributions to the Uni- 
versitu in .both financial and personal support, 
carruing on the work started by the Founder and 
the great benefactors of the Nineteenth Century. 

The ifontreol Neurologiail Institut» and the 
McConneU Engineering Building tangible 
evidences of his mimificent^in^M^dfoT <t»à. 
interest in. the growth and drae^mentfo/ IfcGin 
and for his generous encouragementîôf the seien' 
tifie aetioities which would benefit his fellow men. 
The McConnell Hall of Residence and the Mc- 
Connell. Sefiolarfhips are merely two of his gifts 
which demonstrate his désiré [to [provide for the. 
physical and intellectual well-being of youth. 

In 1957, the student body at McGill dedicated 
its Annual Year Book •*Old McGill" to Mr. Mc- 
Connell as a "simple expression of its gratitude 
for the many benefits which it, tangibly or in- 
tangibly, is privileged .to enjoy". In his message 
to the students, Mr. AfcConneU expressed a formula 
which was the key 'to his own- personality: 

"Hard work, entha^asm^ijtneeasing determina- 
tion; and to méllotif^tmifenrieh the whole there 
must be an agreeable dispoiitum, a cheerful coun- 
tenance, a t spirit . of . co-operatto»Vand , m/mite .

His wise counsel on the governing board of the 
University, his buildings, his generous scholar- 
ships — all these will remtdn a monument at the 
University which he helped so much to develop.

John Wilson McConnell, for 36 years a Governor of McGill 
and one of its greatest, benefactors, died yesterday afternoon in 
hospital at the age of 87. 



Mr. McConnell, who had.been in 
faillniB; health for several months, 
was President of the Montréal Star 
from 1938 to 1953. He wiÉs also a 
highly successful businessman' and 
an eminent piiilanthropist 

His contribution to the Univer- 
sity itself is' staggering. After serv- 
ing on the Board of Governors 



from 1927 to 1958; lie was honored 
by election as first Governor Eme- 
ritus of McGill. 

On the death of Sir Edward 
Beatty, he declined an offer of the 
position of Chancellor. He has, 
however, served since 1943 as 
Chairman of the Nominations Com- 
mittee of the Board of Governors. 
Personal support 

Mr.. McConnell's personal dona- 
tions to the University totalled 
more than $15,000,000. His contri- 
butions ranged from general en- 
dowments and scholarship funds 
to spécifie construction projects. 

The McConnell.Engineering 
BuUding, which .bears, his name, 
was completed largely as a result

These 
grants have since made higher ed- 
ucation a possibility for thousands 
of promising students. 

Mr. McConnell was also instru- 
mental in the establishment of the 
McGill Sub-Arctic Research Labo- 
ratory at Knob Lake.

Business school 
mougurated 
at Pugggn House 

The GrcTdùdtè'School of Bust* 
ness Administration was official- 
ly opened yesterday at Duggan 
if ouse. The new school. Univer- 
sity officials said, was establish- 
ed in response to a trend which 
has prison during the past gen- 
eration tovvard greater special- 
ization in business. 

Dr. H. RocJce Robertson, who de- 
livered the main address, illustra- 
ted the great and ever-increasing 
importance of business administra- 
tors in society and of education to 
the business administrator. 

Dr. Roliertson noted that the 
center of authority in our society 
has shifted "from prince, to owner, 
to manager." This shift has taken 
plaée because : "power ultimately 
rests with the: man who has the 
correct answer." Today that man is 
the business manager. 

The advent of a managerial. so- 
ciety is caused by, and initiates à 
demand for, increasihglv com- 
petent adniinistratôr8, .Dr. Robert- 
son said: The -newly flourishing 
manaeing sciences are meeting 
that demand.' 

.:The Principal, noted that, per 
unit ' of population, Canadian uni- 
versities are turning out only one- 
seventh as many studciits with mas- 
ters' degrees in business admin- 
isbration as are being educated in 
the United States. 
- fhis was partly due, he said, 
to' the fact that' many Canadian 
students go to the U.S. for grad- 
uate busbiess education. He sug- 
gested that the outflow is "an im-

At approximately 2:30 yesterday afternoon 
McGill University suffered a terrible loss; a loss 
which cannot be compensated for since no one 
can ever truly fill the void that remains when 
a good friend dies. Mr. J.W. McConnell, Governor 
of McGill from 1927 to 1958, its first Emeritus 
Governor, its greatest single benefactor. Indeed 
its very backbone over the last half century died 
at the age of 87 in the Royal^ictoria Hospital 
(another of the many monuments to his gener- 
osity). " ' 

His life, the nature and extent of his contribu- 
tion to the world in which he lived and to McGill 
in particular, is briefly surveyed in other parts 
of this paper. We urge "our readers to study this 
history for the story of J.W. McConnell is the 
story of a great .man. 

The sudden death of this man should /make 
us stop, and think about some of the things we 
too often take for granted. We think of McGill 
OS a collection of professors and students, anony- 
mous administrators, maintenance crews and a 
number of buildings, old and new, where 
knowledge is disseminated with varying degrees 
of success. Indeed, we often take even this niuch 
for granted. 

How much more so do we ignore the sine qua 
non of this institution of higher education, the 
men who have given unsparingly of their time 
and money to provide these facilities, to improve 
them and increase them as our requirements- 
increased. At long last the government is lending 
some support to univèrsities, but this has proven 
to be both inadequate and uncertain. One group 
has never failed us in the t|me of our need. 
McGill's private benefdctors, led _by the late Mr. 
McConnell, were always presenf and prepared 
to help when needed. They have, over the years, 
given more of themselves and their money than 
the government itself, and this without demand- 
ing control, either of our curriculum or our pro- 
fessors. In^ fdct; it has been said with consider- 
able justification that, in the lean years, when 
government aid was 'nonexistent. It was men like 
Mr. J.W. McConnell who kept McGill's doors open. 
Certainly McGill would not be the great- univer- 
sity it is today hod we not hod such dear and 
devoted friends. . 

The name of John Wilson McConiiell will live 
on In his generous scholarship fund. It will live 
on the doorway of the Engineering Building 
which he donated and on the other innumerable 
tokens of his support, it will live in the hearts 
of his bereaved family and friends as well as 
in the hundreds of civic, notional and inter- 
national projects in which he took a deep interest. 
As for the students of McGill, let us build a 
monument to him with our work and our dedica- 
tion to the ideals for which he stood.

According to Karl Marx, ma- 
chinery came to be regarded as a 
substitute for labour, increasing 
unemployment and bringing only 
misery to the working class. How- 
ever, investment in human capital 
through education can lead to a 
rise in the national income and 
the standard of living. 

Education leads to prosperity 

"To what extent, then, is educa- 
tion the key to"prosperity ?" asked 
Chipman. "Underdeveloped coun- 
tries have lived through an era of 
enormous technological change, yet 
they have received few. If any 
benefits from this. The average 
level of education in Latin Ame- 
rica is two years, and it is even 
less in Asia and Africa. 

The situation could be greatly 
improved if foreign aid would be 
donated in the form of free 
lunches, books and clothing, and a 
propaganda campaign to persuade 
the people of the importance of 
education, "not necessarily to pro- 
duce scholars, but to provide for 
the training of simple, everyday 
skills. 

"All possible resources should 
be invested in increasing the edu- 
cational Jcvel of the world," coii- 
eluded Dr. Chipman. "For it is to 
the mutual advantage of everybody 
on this planet that all segments of 
civilization reach a high plateau 
of . prosperity. Education will great- 
ly aid us in achieving this end."

This campaign, carried out 
almost single-handedly aiid without 
publicity, added . $7,000,000 to the 
Endowment Fund.

H. Sonny Gordon, President of 
the Students' Society, said on learn- 
ing of his death, "Although in re- 
cent years few students had the 
opportunity to know Mr. McCon- 
nell personally, there is not one ' 
among us who has not in some 
way benefitted from his gifts to 
the University. 

"Many- of the new facilities In 
the iiastifew yean are directly due 
to hls^geherosity, and the new Uni- 
versity Centre could ^^easlly have 
been delayed without" his further 
assistance;. 

.Î^Thé^ivmpathy of all our stu- 
délits goes out. to the family and 
friends of Mr. McConnell in this 
time of sorrow.'' .

gration of Canadian professionals 
to the United States," thus point-, 
ing up the need for greater facil- 
ities in Canadian universities. 

Dr. D.E. Armstrong, Director of 
the new school, outlined a curri- 
culum that, he said, would be "spe- 
cific in its aims and modest in Its 
claims." 

The program, he said, is design- 
ed to enhance the ability of future 
managers to make good decisions 
by acquainting them with ' "the 
science,' rather than it thelf, subtle 
art of business leadership.?, 

He expressed the hope that the 
School will offer an "integrated or 
Interwoven curriculum" - to give 
students a better, perspective of 
the range and depth of business 
problems.

Student life in Soviet Union 
depicted by Sergei Moiociilioy

The student in the Soviet Union is encouraged to gain experience in affactory or collective 
form before attending university. Sergei Molochkov, a Russian who is in Canada on a YMCA ex- 
change-delegation said yesterday. He was speaking at a meeting jointly sponsored by the Young 
Communist League and the Socialist Society. 



, Molochkov7 who spoke on "So- 
viet Student Life," said that uni- 
versity entrance requirements arc 
not the same as they are in Cana- 
da. Students who have attended 
technical schools instead of aca- 
demic secondary schools have an 
equal opportunity to go to univer- 
sity. 

"All education, from grade one 
to post-graduate studies, is free," 
Molochkov said. Eighty-three per- 
cent of university students are fur- 



ther provided with government 
scholarships. The fees for. resi- 
dences and other essential services 
are very small. Molochkov stated 
that the State's annual budget for 
education was more than $16 bil- 
lion. 

He described the typical Russian 
as "not only interested in getting 
an education, but in being a mem- 
ber of society." Along with his 
professors, every student belongs 
to a trade union.

The student participates in many 
other extra-curricular activities, 
Molochkov said, including scienti- 
fic and cultural groups and sports 
societies. Students organize de- 
bates, f es ti vais, concerts, and 
dances,- as well as "sour-cabbage" 
performances, so called because' 
their' enjoyment "is sour, for in ! 
laughing at them, one often laughs 
at oneself. 

He also. mentioned the various 
opportunities for, summer occupa- 
tion. The-studènt may attend one 
of the sports camps, which are run 
by the trade unions, and financed 
by the students' unions and the 
State.

' In reply to a question about the 
possibility of having a capitalist 
club at a Russian university just 
as there is a YCL branch at McGill, 
he said that "There is not a single 
capitalist in the Soviet Union." 
However, he thought that a student 
Christian movement could exist if 
enough people were interested. 

He also described student oppor- 
tunities in the social sciences. Re- 
garding his own specialty, modem 
Canadian history, he said that im- 
portant Canadian newspapers, mag- 
azines, and books were available, 
and that students in economics, 
history, and other social sciences 
had access to source material.
